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HIGH HILLBATTLE. 

For Ferocity It Was the Most 
Remarkable in the History 
of the Siege, 



WERE MANY DEEDS OF HEROISM. 



Port Arthur's War Hardened Veter- 
ans Shuddered at the Sight of the 
Slaughter of the Japanese. 



Some Times the Fighting Was Hand- 
To-Hand With Rifle Muzzles at 
the Breasts of the Deter- 



mined Contestants. 



Chefoo, Dec. 19. — For ferocity and 
sustained desperation on both sides, 
the struggle for the possession of High 
hill probably was the most remarka- 
ble in the history of the siege of Port 
Arthur— a siege noted for slaughter. 
This statement is based on an inter- 
view which a press correspondent had 
with Commander Mizzenoff, executive 
Officer of the battleship Poltava. 

Commander Mizzenoff, who was 
wounded in the leg during the battle 
of High hill, said: 

"Since the Japanese, on the 28th 
(month not mentioned) began their at- 
tack on High hill, which they call 203 
Metre hill, the fighting has been con- 
tinuous. The; steep and sandy slopes 
of the hill were streaked and dotted 
with snow when the Japanese began 
the battle, which was destined to fur- 
nish so many deeds of heroism that 
they became commonplace. There 
was so much slaughter that even Port 
Arthur's war hardened veterans shud- 
dered at the sight. 

Murderous Deluge From Rifles. 

"Japanese were compelled to clam 
ber up the slopes of the hill, in many 
cases without firing, In the face of one 
of the most murderous deluges ever 
poured from rifles and machine guns. 
I was there, and it seemed to me that 
flesh and blood would be unable to 
stand our Are for a minute. 

"The enemy went down in sq.uads 
and companies, but always there were 
others grimly coming forward. Their 
bravery was beyond praise, as was 
that of our men. Some times the fight- 
ing was hand-to-hand, with the muz- 
zles of the rifles at the breasts of the 
contestants, the bayonets being used 
as swords. 

"The sides of the hill were strewn 
with bodies and the snow was crim- 
soned with the blood of the wounded, 
some of whom had crawled into it, 
peeking in its coldness surcease for 
their dying agonies. 

"Eventually, as in similar instance* 
which were to follow, we retired, leav- 
ing the work of driving the enemy 
from the summit to resistless guns of 
the neighboring forts, notably those of 
Liaoti mountain. 

No Mercy Asked Nor Given. 

"The second and third assaults were 
replicas of the first, although the sec- 
ond was the most ferocious, being 
nearly all hand-to-hand fighting in 
which mercy was neither aBked nor 
given, 

"A remarkable incident occurred in 
the third assault as the Russians, still 
facing the enemy, retreated. A Jap- 
anese standard-bearer, holding his 
flag aloft, climbed the pinnacle and 
fell dead clutching the colors. In his 
tracks another arose with the colors, 
only to fall instantly with a dozen 
wounds in his body. Six others fol- 
lowed and met the same fate. At last 
when the ninth man appeared a Rus- 
sian officer exclaimed: 'Don't shoot 
that fellow with the flag, it will be 
planted anyhow.' 

"The Japanese adopted a curious ex- 
pedient which assisted them greatly 
in the third assault. They had pre- 
pared huge piles of wood, coal and 
cornstalks which they ignited, the 
wind being in the faces of the Rus- 
sians. The resultant Are was im- 
mense and the flames and smoke com- 
pelled the Russians to retire. 

A Ghastly Picture Revealed. 

"The red glare from this Are dis- 
closed a ghastly picture more infernal 
than ever dreamed by Dante. 

"The assaults thus far had cost the 
Japanese easily 12,000 men, while our 
own were under 2,000. The sideB of 
the hill were literally covered with 
dead and wounded. The trenches were 
rivulets of blood and every visible 
spot was dyed crimson. 

"'We might retake the hill/ said 
Oen. Stoessel, 'but the hill is not of 
sufficient Importance to us to Justify 
further sacrifice.' 

"Scarcely an officer participating In 
the battle of High hill escaped unhurt 
and the proportion of young officers 
killed was very high. 

"Since then numerous small engage- 
ments have been viaged, but the re- 
sponsibility for keeping the Japanese j 
from occupying the hill in force or | 
from mounting guns thereon, has been 
left mainly to the shrapnel fire from 
other forts.

Beckham had 
decided to appoint Judgo Emmett Dick- 
son, of Paris, Bourbon county, to suc- 
ceed Judge James E. Cantrill on the 
bench of the Scott circuit court, con- 
sequent upon the latter's elevation to 
the bench of the court of appeals. 
Great political interest Is centered 
upon this appointment by the adher- 
ents of both parties, aB Judge CantriU's 
successor will be called upon to pre- 
side at the next trial of Caleb Powers 
on the charge of complicity in the kill- 
ing of Gov. Gocbel. It is said that 
Judge Dickson will be acceptable to 
both sides, as he is a lawyer of ability 
and a man of high personal honor and 
integrity.

Hen- 
derson ft St. Louis, Illinois Central 
and Louisville ft Nashville Railroad 
Cos., for failure to provide cuspidors 
In the coaches. The law on the sub- 
ject says a spittoon shall be provided 
for every seat in the coach. This is 
the first time action of the kind has 
ever been taken in the state since the 
law was passed. 

The Louisville, Henderson ft. St. 
Louis Co. was also indicted for fail- 
ure to maintain a suitable waiting 
room for the traveling public in Ow- 
ensboro. 

Jockey Parker Shot. 

Lexington, Ky., Dec. 19. — During a 
shooting affray in a saloon at Pans 
early Sunday morning Ellis Parker, 
colored, a Jockey connected with tin 
racing stable of Talbott Bros., of Paris, 
was shot and probably fatally wounded* 
by Charles Holly, ajso colored. The? 
latter was arrested. Parker was nbt in 
volved in the quarrel, being an In- 
nocent bystander. 

Watching the Wildcatters. 

Lexington, Ky., Dec. 19. — Wildcat 
drilling in the Kentucky-Tennessee oil 
Aelds Is now being watched with keen 
Interest. The drill is being vigorously 
worked in a number of undeveloped 
fields, and during the past few day* 
good indications of oil have been found 
in several wildcat regiona.

Lexington, Ky., Dec. J9.— At the 
mass convention of the burley tobacco 
growers, held in this county, subscrip- 
tions were taken to an additional 440 
shares of stock of the Burley Growers' 
association at $10 per share.

HOLIDAYS RECESS, 

Both Branches of the Congress 
Will Adjourn Wednesday 
Until January 4. 

AN EXODUS OF REPRESENTATIVES. 



The Indications Are 1 hat the House 
Will Be Without a Quorum Uu- 
til Adjournment Day. 



A Large Number of Senators Have 
Left and No Business Will Be At- 
tempted in That Body Until 
After the Holidays. 

Washington, Dec. 19.— The exodus 
of members of the house from the city 
since the adjournment Friday indi- 
cates that the lower branch of con- 
gress will be without quorum when it 
meets Monday. Should this be the 
case and should any member make the 
point on the Aoor of the chamber, the 
only thing that can be done is to ad- 
journ from day to day until Wednes- 
day, when the Christmas holiday re- 
cess until January 4. begins. 

The questions of where the inaugu- 
ral ball shall be held is the only mat- 
ter of legislation in sight in the house 
for the week. This will come up un- 
der suspension of the rules, on a mo- 
tion from Representative Morrell, of 
Pennsylvania. The senator has pro- 
posed the pension office and the house 
the congressional library. There are 
indications that a deadlock has been 
reached on the matter and that when 
it is discussed again the capitol build- 
ing will be proposed as a compromise. 
Mere Formalities in the Senate. 

The senate will adjourn on Wednes- 
day for the Christmas holidays and 
no business will be attempted previ- 
ous to that time. A large number of 
the senators already have left for their 
homes to spend the holidays and there 
is an understanding that after being 
called to order on Monday the senate 
will adjourn till Wednesday, and that 
Wednesday's proceedings will be con- 
Aned to the mere formalities. Soon 
after the senate reconvenes in Janu- 
ary, the committee on appropriations 
will report the legislative appropria 
tion bill. It will be the policy of the 
senate to take it up as soon as possi 
ble and to have other supply meas 
ures follow speedily.

GALES IN THE EAST 

The Most Violent That Have Oc- 
curred For Several Years 
Raged For Hours. 

MANY VESSELS BLOWN ASHORE. 



Tit Atlantic Liner* Arriving at New 
York Report Heavy Weather Dur- 
injr the Whole 



Civic Federation May Be Asked to 
Choose An Arbitration Board. 

Fall River, MasB., Dec. 19.— The tex- 
tile council voted Sunday to submit 
an arbitration proposition for the set- 
tlement of the strike In the cotton 
mills to the Individual unions, and in 
case of labor approval by a vote on . 
Tuesday to ask the Civic Federation I 
to choose a board of arbitration. 

The strike, which is now entering 
upon its 22d week, was declared wheu 
the manufacturers announced a new 
wage scale, reducing the income of the 
operatives 12y& per cent. Thirty-seven 
mills and nearly 26,000 employes were 
Involved. 



The Steamer Glen Island Was Burned 
Near Hempstead, L. I., and Seven 
of Her Crew and Two Pas- 
sengers Perished. 

New York, Dec. 19.— The snow storm 
and gale which struck the coast Sat 
urday and continued till the early 
hours Sunday morning was the most 
violent that has occurred for several 
years. Reports from the New Jersey 
and New England coast and from in- 
coming steamers tell of furious gales 
and many disasters. 

At Vineyard Haven over 15 schoon- 
ers, anchored in the harbor, were 
blown ashore early Sunday and sev- 
eral others were damaged in collis- 
ions. Off the Bay Head, N. J., life 
saving station, the schooner Lizzie II. 
Drayton, bound for Providence from 
Baltimore, went ashore, the crew be- 
ing rescued by the life savers. 

The Cunarder, Vmbria, and the Am- 
erican liner St. Paul, both of which 
arrived Sunday, reported heavy weath- 
er and adverse galeB during the whole 
passage. 

Anchor Line Steamer Went Ashore. 

The Anchor line steamer Astoria, 
bound for Glasgow, went ashore Sun- 
day In the lower bay, but later floated 
without injury and proceeded. 

In the river and harbor traffic was 
for a while during the worst of the 
storm at a standstill So heavy was 
the snowfall that lights could not be 
seen on the river a boat's length ahead 
and 40 boats and other craft proceed- 
ed at a diminished headway. No acci- 
dents of any moment were reported. 

In the city the snow which began 
Saturday afternoon fell almost with 
out Intermission until early Sunday 
morning, by which time eight inches 
bad fallen. There was little interrup- 
tion of traffic, 13,000 snow shovelers 
and 4.000 teams being set to work as 
soon as the snow ceased falling to 
clean off the principal thoroughfares. 
In the afternoon the weather cleared 
and with the coming of bright sun- 
shine Central park and the speedway 
were thronged with sleighs. 

Divers After Dead Bodies. 

By the burning of the Starln line 
steamer Glen Island in Long Island 
sound Saturday nine lives were lost 
and property roughly estimated at 
$250,000 was destroyed. 

That more lives were not sacrificed 
undoubtedly was due to the personal 
courage of tne ofllcers and crew and 
the excellent discipline maintained 
when a horrible death for a!l Mtmed 
almost a certainty. 

Early Sunday morning the wreck of 
the ill-fated Glen Island was found 
with only the smokestack visible, near 
Hempstead Harbor, L. I. The gen- 
eral manager of the Starln transpor- 
tation line has sert divers to th<* 
wreck and will spare no effort to tin. I 
the bodies of the seven members of 
the crew and two passengers who per- 
ished in the bum tis steamer.

Body Washed Ashore. 

Norfolk, Va., Dec. 19.— After hang- 
ing head downward from the rigging 
of the wrecked schooner Montana for 
a week the body of Henry Edwards 
was washed to sea when the ship 
pounded to pieces. All the crew with 
the exception of Edwards were saved.

Was One ol the First to Cross tbe Damaged 
Bridge in Pursuit of the Con- 
federate General. 



In a communication to the Times-Star 
concerning tbe history of the damage 
done during tbe Civil War to the bridge 
over the Elk river at Charleston, which 
recently fell, causing the death of several 
school children, Dr. G. M. Williams of 
this city says: "I believe that tbe cables 
of tbe bridge were originally cut by the 
Confederate Gen. Wise. He was being 
hotly pressed through the valley of the 
Kanawha by the Federal troops under 
(ten. Cox, and cut the north end of the 
west cable partly through, in order to 
throw into the river the greater part of a 
regiment of his pursuers. I was with the 
advance guard of the Union army and was 
among the first to cross the bridge. I 
well remember seeing the gashes made 
by Wise's men as wecrofsedat rout step."

SCHOOL BOOK CASE. 



Decision o( tbe Coort of Appeals in Salt of 
American Book Company Vernon 
County Snperintendent W\ I Is. 



A bond wis executed by appellant, American 
Book Company, to the Commonwealth of Ken- 
tucky in the sum of 110,000, conditioned that ap- 
pellant would, if it* school text book were 
adopted by any of the county boards of examin- 
er* of Ibis State, sell to tbe patrona of the com- 
mon schools of such county tbe books published 
by appellant at prices not greater than it sold 
the same books to the patrons of the school* in 
other State*. Thircaftcr appellaut contracted 
with the Board of Examiner* of Msson Couuty 
for use of certain of bit books in the common 
schools of said county. 

In an action by tbe Superintendent of School* 
In said county of Mason against appellant for a 
breach of said bond in which plaintiff alleged 
and proved mat such books were sold to the 



schools of Mason County by appellant at a price 
gieater than that charged by «ppellant for the 
itme books in the State of Ohio. 

Held-Tuat such tale* were a breach of appel- 
lant's bond. 

Second-The fact that the appellant fnrnlibed 
the book* to tbe retalleta iu this State at tbe Hat 
price named in the bond with the agreement 
that they were to tell them to the schoolchil- 
dren at a discount of 20 per cent., while under 
the laws of tbe Bute of Oblo appellant was re- 
quired to discount them in that State 2ft per cent, 
i* not a valid excuse to a charge of a breach of 
appvllaut'* bond in charging a greater price In 
Kentucky than In Ohio, or tbe further fact that 
It is more expeiiilve to merchandise appellant's 
books la Kentucky than in Ohio 1* not a valid 
defense. 

Third— Tbe ques'lon is reargued whether tbe 
sum of 110,000 can be recovered in one action 
upon tbe breach of the bond as liquidated dam- 
ages. We bave re-examined the question and 
remain satisfied with the conclusion reached on 
this point in tbe opinion of Commonwealth vs.
